Jerusalem Issue 

The attention of the Ministry

Edmond Fleg 


gasion revealed at once his 
great gift for lyrical express- 
ion and his love for the le- 
gends of the Jewish Sages. 
Having been brought up in the 
traditional way in Istanbul. 
I was overwhelmed at the 
sight of this eminent French 
poet captivating his for the 
most part “assimilated” audi- 
ence with beautiful passages 
frorh the Midrash. 

At that time, Fleg had reach- 
ed the height of his liter- 
ary fare. Born in Geneva in 
1875, of a family of observant 
Jews (one of his brothers. 
still bearing the original name 
of Flegenheimer, is the famous 
author of a design for the 
Palace of the League of Na- 
tions), he went, after his 
Bar Mitzvah, to Paris for 
further education. Those were 
the early days of Zionism in 
Western Europe, and the young 
student, introduced to the na- 
tional revival by N. Slousch. 
was one of the first subscrib- 
ers to Herzl's “Die Welt.” 


His passion for the theatre 
found its first expressiéii in 
@ play “Message”, written in 
1904 for a competition ar- 
ranged by the newspaper 
“L'Tatransigeant.” But i+ was 
only in 1913 that he published 
the first volume in a series 
of poems which, under the title 
“Ecoute, Israel'” was to be- 
come his magnum opus and 
was completed in 1948. Durinz 
the battles of the first world 
war, he found himself one day 
in the company of Catholic. 
Protestant and Jewish chap- 
lains, and it was there that he 
conceived his “Maison du Bon 
Dieu", a plea for true tolerance 
which appeared in 1923. The
